Sanitary report from Bio de Janeiro. 

Rio de Janeiro, October 27, 1896. 

Sir : I have the honor to herewith transmit report for week ended 
October 24, 1896. 

There were 4 deaths from accesso pernicioso, a decrease of 1 ; 2 from 
yellow fever, the same as in the foregoing week ; 1 from smallpox, a 
decrease of 6 ; 1 from beriberi, the same as in the foregoing week ; 
none from enteric fever, 4 in the foregoing week ; 1 from measles, none 
in the foregoing week, and 52 from tuberculosis, a decrease of 4. From 
all causes there were 242 deaths, a decrease of 19. 

Yellow fever. — On account of the lower temperature caused by the 
heavy rains, this disease has not yet commenced to augment in cases or 
deaths. 

Smallpox. — Whilst the showing here is more favorable, in Pernam- 
buco there has been no change for the better, if not the contrary. It 
has appeared also more or less intense in Petropolis in the Federal dis- 
trict, and still continues without favorable change in the places already 
reported. 

Since last report the following ships have been visited or received 
bills of health from this Office : October 20, ship Falls of Clyde, British, 
for New York, N. Y. October 21, steamship Serona, British, for New 
Orleans, La. October 24, steamship Bosemorran, British, for New 
Orleans, La. ; steamship Dalecarlia, German, for New York, from Santos, 
and steamship Maskelyne, Belgian, for New York, from Buenos Ayres. 
October 26, steamship Manitoba, British, for New York, from Buenos 
Ayres, and bark Eritrio, Italian, for Pensacola, Fla.
